Attached to this letter are the revised Parts V and VI of Chapter XIII, The Child Welfare 
Funding Manual. Section III F of Part V gives policy and procedure regarding the LINKS 
allocations and Special Funds. Part VI of Chapter XIII gives policy and procedures for 
Adoption Assistance. 

Section III F of Part V contains existing and new policy materials regarding LINKS 
funds. This material is being removed from the Child Placement Manual, section 1201, 
chapter 8. Funding policy materials include information about county allocations, the 
use of LINKS funds, accessing LINKS Special Funds for reimbursement to counties on 
behalf of individual youth, and information on eligibility and access to Education Training 
Vouchers for youth in postsecondary educational or vocational programs. 

Part VI of Chapter XIII clarifies procedures for the Special Children Adoption Incentive 
Fund, Interstate Compact on Adoption and Medical Assistance (ICAMA), 
Interjurisdictional placement and adoption assistance determination, child immigrant 
status and funding source determination, the replacement of lost or stolen adoption 
assistance checks, and the responsible agency and funding sources in readoptions. 
The major policy change affects AFDC eligibility determination for Adoption Assistance. 
In previous years, adoption assistance eligibility was to be determined at the time of 
removal and at the time of the filing of the adoption petition. Current policy and 
regulation from the Federal Government requires AFDC eligibility determination 
at the time of removal only. This change has previously been communicated to 
counties by Administrative Letter FSCWS-12-06.
